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School site soil pollution concerns

LONG-TERM health prob¬ 
lems from industrial waste 
could affect children on 
Portland if planners give 
the nod for a primary 
school to built on polluted 
land. 

Contaminated land was 
one of the concerns raised 
over the building of a pro¬ 
posed 315 place primary 
school and 26 place nurs¬ 
ery on the site of the old 
Mere Tank Farm, Castle 
Road, Osprey Quay. 

Councillor Dominic 
Lonsdale called for a thor¬ 


ough review of the land 
and proper checks to be 
conducted before the pro¬ 
posed project by Dorset 
County Council is rubber- 
stamped. 

The concern was one of 
many, including increased 
traffic at the site, high¬ 
lighted during Weymouth 
and Portland Council plan¬ 
ning and highways com¬ 
mittee. 

Councillor Lonsdale said: 
“The proposal is to build a 
primary school on an in¬ 
dustrial waste site. In 20 


years time we don’t want to 
be discussing the high rate 
of illness amongst ex¬ 
pupils because of the con¬ 
taminated land. 

“We are going to have to 
be over-exhaustive in our 
checks to make sure the 
land is not contaminated.” 

Councillor David 

Hawkins said: “In general, 
as a Portland councillor I 
think it’s a good thing, a 


good development. 

“But if there is site pollu¬ 
tion I wonder if this has 
been underestimated. Re¬ 
member there were under¬ 
ground pipes from the tank, 
what if they leaked or were 
damaged through the geol¬ 
ogy of the area. The leaking 
will go into the properties.” 

A planning application 
has been lodged for a single 
story school on the 1.49 
hectare site next to Officers 
Field, which the school 
would also use for curricu¬ 
lum activities for around 15 
hours per week. 

Councillors also raised 
concerns over the volume 
of traffic potentially gener¬ 
ated by the school, which 
would have an open policy 
allowing parents to enroll 
their children from various 
areas of the borough. 

Councillor Christine 
James asked if a bus could 
be introduced to combat the 
problem of parents drop¬ 
ping off and picking up 
children, which is plaguing 
other schools in the area. 

“Is there not a potential 
for a school bus? Where 
will they be coming from?” 
Councillor James asked, 
adding: “We are supposed 
to be encouraging chil- 
drento be more free and re¬ 
sponsible. I do have a few 
concerns about how they 
will get to and fro from 
school.” 

Another concern, high¬ 
lighted by Councillor Kate 
Wheller was the issue of 
safety on the field and who 
would take responsibility 
for the playing field. 

“I like the concept of 
shared playing areas, it’s re¬ 
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ally, really nice but in real¬ 
ity, from experience, what 
will happen when it is used 
out of school hours? Will 
the school have to pick up 
glass and needles when the 
children go to play on it,” 
Councillor Wheller said. 

A report on ground con¬ 
tamination is being consid¬ 
ered by the Environmental 
Health Authority to deter¬ 


mine if further works or 
conditional requirements 
are required given its for¬ 
mer use. 

A report given to coun¬ 
cillors stated there were a 
“few areas of contaminated 
soil” but no remedial ac¬ 
tion was required as the 
site was not to be used for 
growing plants for human 
consumption. 
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ORIGINALLY from Lyme Regis, Justin Tunstall re¬ 
turned to the town in 2009 after a successful ca¬ 
reer in publishing. 

He had worked at the Daily Express, Daily Mir¬ 
ror, Chicago Tribune, New York Daily News, The 
Spectator and BBC - to name a few - but on mov¬ 
ing home made a drastic career change and 
opened the Town Mill Cheesemonger. 

The shop has since been named the Best New 
Cheese Retailer 2009 and listed among the top 
shops in Britain in the Times and Independent. 

Justin lives in Charmouth with his wife Katy, 
who is a physiotherapist at Lyme Regis Medical 
Centre. 


■ WHAT do you like about living/working in Lyme 
Regis? 

The people - a solid bedrock of locals and some interest¬ 
ing visitors - we get them all in the shop. And every 
week, someone from my past crops up and re-introduces 
themselves. Also the beauty of our surroundings - the 
view from Stonebarrow at sunset can’t be beaten. The 
Cobb is iconic for a very good reason - it’s a beautifully 
satisfying construction. 

■ WHAT would you change about the town if you 
could? 

Reopen the empty businesses in Lyme - shops on Broad 
Street, the Angel pub and the Three Cups Hotel. We have 
no butcher, I think there used to be five when I was a kid. 
I also wish that some incomers would recognise that 
Lyme needs to be more than a picture postcard. It needs 
jobs, affordable homes for those that work here and vi¬ 
brant businesses if it’s not to fade and decay. If we don’t 
use our local shops and facilities, they’ll disappear. 

■ HOW did you become interested in cheese? 

I went veggie about 20-years-ago and wanted to find out 
more about the food that I was eating. Cheese seemed 
like a good place to start. I soon learnt that each country 
has its own delights and that French cheese wasn’t the 
end of the story. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite cheese and why? 

Today it’s St Aldhelm’s Blue, from Purbeck in Dorset. I 
had to persuade the cheese-maker to supply me at first, 
but I know her well now and I admired the way she’s 
subtly improved the cheese over the months. It’s deli¬ 
cately tangy, creamy and delicious. 

■ YOU'RE judging the British Cheese Awards this 
year - tell us a little about the competition and how 
you became a judge. 

The British Cheese Awards were set up by Juliet Harbutt 



in 1994 and are coveted by those who make the UK’s 
great variety of cheeses. The event is in Cardiff on Sep¬ 
tember 25th, and is then followed by the two-day Cheese 
Festival at Cardiff Castle, then nationwide by British 
Cheese Week (September 25th to October 3rd). 

I’m a judge primarily because the shop won the Best New 
Cheese Retailer at last year’s awards and people seem to 
like what we do and how we do it. The team of judges 
assemble in the Cotswolds next week at Alex James’ farm 
- he’s both a cheese-maker and the bassist in Blur - and 
then deliberate over the 600 plus cheeses entered 
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■ HAVE you got any events coming up at the Town 
Mill Cheesemonger? 

We have Radio 2’s Radcliffe and Maconie coming to the 
shop during British Cheese Week, and we’re also putting 
the boat out for Dorset Food Week in October, when Juliet 
Harbutt and I will be hosting a Cheese Challenge on Fri¬ 
day, October 29th. 

■ WHY did you decide to come back to Lyme and 
start this new venture? 

My mother was dying of cancer and I was coming down 
from London a couple of times each week to see her. I 
started to wonder why I was still living away, when this 
was where my heart belonged. Thankfully, my wife Katy 
agreed. I knew that Lyme would be the place to recognise 
a quality cheese shop and when I saw the premises at the 
Town Mill I realised that I’d forever kick myself if anyone 
else made a success of the spot. 

■ WHAT three items would you want if you were 
stranded on a desert island? 

My fully loaded iPod -1 can’t live without The Grateful 
Dead; a guide to the local flora and fauna - both for food 
and for the pleasure of exploration and appreciation; and 
a proper old fashioned wireless to receive the BBC World 
Service. 

■ WHICH three people would you like to invite to a 
dinner party? 

Old pal Pete Frame, founder of Zigzag magazine and cre¬ 
ator of the meticulously researched Rock Family trees. 
He’s a fab raconteur and met all my musical heroes in 
their pomp. My grandfather, whom I never met as he died 
in 1948. He was a music hall star in the 1890s and trod 
the boards under the name of “The Great Eno”. And my 
wife Katy.

A WOMAN was allegedly grabbed by a man in what po¬ 
lice believe was a domestic assault near Asda super¬ 
market in Weymouth. 

The incident in Newstead Road on Saturday, August

"In particular, I believe that a woman, possibly aged 
in her forties, stopped her car as she was driving out of 
the nearby Asda store. 

"This woman left her vehicle and talked to the man 
and woman involved before getting back into her car 
and driving off. 

"It's also understood that a First Choice bus stopped 
at a nearby bus stop. Again, it's entirely possible that 
the passengers and driver may be able to help me to 
find out exactly what happened. 

"I would urge anyone who witnessed this incident to 
contact me - in confidence - as soon as possible."

Sixty per cent of month's rain in one day 

A RECENT storm which hit Weymouth dumped 60 per 
cent of the usual rainfall for the month on the town in 
a single day. 

More than an inch and a quarter of rain (30.4mm) 
swamped the town. 

Roads were flooded, homes suffered roof leaks and 
police said driving conditions were "poor" in many 
areas. 

Weymouth weatherman Bob Poots said such down¬ 
pours during August were not unknown but they were 
rare. 

He added: "We had more than 30mm of rain in a sin¬ 
gle day and this represents at least 60 per cent of the 
rain we would expect to get in Weymouth for the entire 
month. 

"It was very unusual to get such a high level of rainfall 
in August." 
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Call for community to work 
together to beat violent crime 

Feelings run high at Portland meeting over anti-social behaviour 


ANGRY Portlanders refused to be soothed by police dur¬ 
ing a meeting to discuss ways to combat continued vio¬ 
lent and anti-social behaviour by gangs on the island. 

Around 60 residents met with police representatives at 
Easton Methodist Church to discuss the ongoing issues 
of violence plaguing the island, which has left many is¬ 
landers frightened to walk the streets. 

It follows a PACT meeting last month when residents, 
angry at a spate of high profile attacks, threatened to take 
the law into their own hands. 

Despite reassurances from Portland’s Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood officer Sergeant Neil Wood that matters were being 
dealt with, residents felt the problems were not dissipat¬ 
ing. 

Debby Joliffe, whose son had been assaulted, said: “I’m 
a local girl brought up here and there’s always been crime 
here, it’s only the level that has increased. 

“These kids walk around wearing their ASBOs like a 
badge of honour; it’s just a medal to those kids. They 
walk around the streets in shorts, really proud of the tags. 

“There’s one individual who has been charged and 
charged and charged and still got away with it and that’s 
why people are angry on Portland. 

“People are scared and that’s why there’s not a lot of 
people here, they are scared.” 

In a thinly veiled threat of vigilante retribution, one 
angry resident, who didn’t wish to be named, said people 
attending the meeting could sort the problems out straight 
away, but they would be “carted off to the cop shop”. 

He added: “We can all sort it out but we are the people 
getting into trouble.” 

Chairman Eddie Waring said: “I was asked to chair the 
meeting for several reasons. If I take myself back 18 
months I was the victim of crime. Unfortunately, no 
charges were brought against the person and that made 
me feel angry and let down and a little bit disillusioned. 

“At the time I wanted to seek revenge but I didn’t. I 
moved forward. The weeks and months went by and I got 
on with life. 

“Something needs to be done to try and get the com¬ 
munity together and I believe by coming together we will 
achieve what we are trying to do. 

“Individuals going out trying to seek revenge is not the

best way to deal with the anti-social problems on the is¬ 
land.” 

Inspector Pete Meteau, whose 16 year-old daughter had 
been the victim of anti-social behaviour, said no one was 
immune to the problem, but promised to ensure resources 
were put in place to “win” the battle with yobs on the is¬ 
land. 

Weymouth and Portland mayor Councillor Paul Kimber 
said it had had got quieter since the previous meeting but 
though the police said there were low levels of crime it 
didn’t appear like that to the individuals who were the 
victims. 

Resident Terry Smith said: “We know a lot of kids 
doing this and they are not all bad. Even the one we all 
know is causing a lot of the problems is not all bad. 

“There is a lot of good out there and we need to help 
young people to make life better for everybody, the com¬ 
munity and the police.”

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Portland regeneration hopes hang on 
doubling size of proposed supermarket 


HOPES of regenerating a prominent part of Portland 
could hang on whether councillors rubber stamp propos¬ 
als to double the size of a planned discount food super¬ 
market. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland planning and traf¬ 
fic committee heard how allowing a 1,345 square metre 
superstore to be built on the Castle Court site would cre¬ 
ate confidence and garner commercial interest from out¬ 
side parties including residential, restaurant and hotel. 

A spokesman for the application stood before council¬ 
lors at the meeting and told them “no firm commercial 
interest” had currently been shown for the scheme. 

He said the amended application was lodged because 
the discount food store’s business model required more 
floor space, before adding the rest of the scheme hinged

on the acceptance of the proposal. 

He said: “This application represents an opportunity to 
restart the regeneration of the site. This scheme will help 
further the local economy and social aspects of the area.” 

It is hoped the proposed food store would trigger the 
delivery of Liberty Square, employment units in Mul¬ 
berry Avenue, a hotel building and over 200 car parking 
spaces, in parallel to the three story retail shop/office 
building to the west of the Square. 

The application proposes a revision of the initial 704 
square metre plans to create a net sales area of 942 square 
metres. 


The proposal is part of a wider regeneration project of 
the area on Osprey Quay owned by the South West Re¬ 
gional Development agency, and hopes to fulfil the needs 
of those engaged in water sports and other activities on 
Portland. 

Councillor David Hawkins said: “I feel we should ac¬ 
cept this application, it will be very good for the island 
and very good for Wyke Regis and provide competition 
to another supermarket on Portland and maybe alleviate 
the traffic problems on Portland.” 

Councillors voted unanimously in favour of the pro¬ 
posal, which will now go before the next full council 
meeting on September 23rd.for approval. 


Gas main to be replaced 

WORK is set to begin on replacing a gas main in 
Weymouth this week after it was postponed to 
allow for the influx of summer traffic. 

Southern Gas Network are set to begin the 
work on Boot Hill, scheduled to take around four 
months at a cost of £680,000, on September 5th. 

Dorset County Council had requested the 
work, which is in conjunction with that going on 
from Boot Hill and Rodwell Avenue, was held of 
to minimise disruption to tourists.

Having completed her computer and numer¬ 
acy course at the Learn Direct Centre, Michele 
is also up for the national “outstanding learning 
award” after winning the southwest title earlier 
this year. 

However, Michele is hoping readers can help 
her scoop a second award by voting for her on¬ 
line. 

Each year a Learn Direct student who has 
overcome difficulty or achieved something be¬ 
yond that which is expected of them is nomi¬ 


nated for the award. 

Michele said she used the course to help her 
forget the stresses of her illness. 

“IT gave me something different to focus on, 
rather than myself and I think it was important 
for me to continue coming in and doing some¬ 
thing useful,” she said.

“It was a lovely thing winning the award, I 
couldn’t believe it, things like that just don’t 
happen to me. 

“I haven’t thought about winning the national 
yet, I’m trying not to think about it but it would 
be a great honour for me if I won.”

scribed Michele as an inspiration to other stu¬ 
dents when she nominated her for the award. 

“Obviously the qualifications she achieved 
are excellent in themselves but to carry on and 
study through the problems of her illness 
showed total commitment and inspiration to 
students,” Mrs Williams said. 

“We have all kind of excuses why people 
cannot come in and what Michele has achieved 
puts all that into perspective. All the time she 
came in she didn’t moan or groan once, she 
was just a totally committed student.”

TRADERS are being 
urged to accept the euro 
and capitalise on a mini- 
economic boom caused 
when cruise-liners flood 
Weymouth and Portland 
with day-trippers.

Harbour Traders’ Associ¬ 
ation chairman and direc¬ 
tor of Brewers’ Quay, 
Roger Dalton, urged 
traders to capture the mar¬ 
ket, which has seen 3,000 
passengers visit the bor¬ 
ough in the last two 
months.

A PRIZE-winning florist is appealing for 
pesticide-free poo so his dahlias can get 
some last minute flower power ahead of 
the Dorset County Show. 

Mark Read, of P & M Read in Upwey, 
won the dahlia championship in last 
year’s horticulture section but is not con¬ 
fident his winning ways will continue be¬ 
cause of a shortage of farmyard manure 
to feed the soil in his back garden. 

Mr Read, who used to put 14 tonnes of 
manure on his annual dahlia crop, said: 
‘Dahlias originate from Mexico and are 
grown during the rainy season, so they 
need a lot of water. 

“Manure is the best thing for holding 
the water in the soil but the problem I 
have got at the moment is I can’t get hold 
of any that has not got weedkiller in it. 

“So many farmers are using the broad 
leaf weedkiller in their fields, which does 
not kill grass, only things with a broad 
leaf - like dahlias. It goes straight through 
the cow and comes out in the manure, and 
kills off the dahlias. 

“It has been so difficult to find farmers 
who can guarantee that their grass is not 
contaminated by this. I have managed to 
get some from a sheep farmer who let me 
have 20 bagfuls but that’s nowhere near 
enough. 

“I don’t dare to infect my garden with 
this weedkiller - it would take three years 
to get rid of all traces of it. So I end up 
using so much more water. I give each 
plant more than a gallon every day. And 
because my garden has not had manure 


for three years the soil has got very dusty 
and loose.” 

Mr Read says a lot of care goes into 
growing a championship dahlia. They are 
all grown from cuttings taken off his best 
plants from the previous year. He said: “I 
root them myself usually in April or May 
and plant them in my back garden in 
Upwey in June.” 

Show Secretary Sam Mackenzie-Green 
said: “At the Dorset County Show we 
have got an excellent network of hun¬ 
dreds of farmers but this is the first time 
we have ever had to broadcast a plea like 
this to them! 

“Our members all like to help each 
other out, that is what makes the Dorset 
County Show such a great success year 
after year. We would love to be able to 
help Mr Read so perhaps there is some¬ 
body out there who needs to clear their 
field of horse or pony poo, and they could 
come to some happy arrangement with 
him. 

“Every year I am always amazed at how 
seriously people take their preparations 
for the show. I hope Mr Read will be able 
to put on a great display, because the flo¬ 
ral tent is one of the things that hundreds 
of visitors always make a beeline for.” 

Mr Read also grows vegetables such as 
leeks and onions, runner beans, cauli¬ 
flower and celery, as well as pot plants, 
to enter in the Dorset County show 
classes.

A CEREMONY has been 
held to officially name the 
Circle of Stones attraction 
at Tout Quarry on Port¬ 
land. 

In 2001 a group of sculp¬ 
tors known as Group 85, 
most of them from Ni- 
jmegan in the Netherlands, 
arranged a visit to Portland 
Sculpture and Quarry 
Trust for a stone carving 
and sculpture workshop. 

Having discussed a 
quarry regeneration proj¬ 
ect with the trust their 
focus became an area of 
Tout Quarry that was pre¬ 
viously the site of a coun¬ 
cil road depot and 
household refuse tip. 

A design was developed 
with the trust for a circle of 
stones with carvings on 
large boulders on the 
theme of animals that had 
become extinct and on 
mythological themes. 

Group 85 returned each 
year to regenerate this area, 
clearing broken glass, rusty 
metal and bricks, replacing 
rubble with limestone, en¬ 
couraging natural regener¬ 
ation by native plants and 
animals and creating a new 
landform through their 
carvings. 


The project is central to 
the wider network of 
quarry environments 
within Portland known as 
the Quarry Park which is 
part of the Dorset and East 
Devon World Heritage 
Site. 

PSQT chairman David 


Emett thanked the many 
people involved in putting 
the project together while 
Portland Town Mayor 
David Thurston overcame 
a cloudburst to say that 
Tout Quarry was just one 
of many amazing things on 
Portland. 


He thanked Group 85 for 
all their work over many 
years and added that he 
hoped as many people as 
possible would come and 
visit the Circle of Stones, 
particularly with the 
Olympics coming up.

Revenue from car 
parking is down 


SHORT stay parking charges 
could be frozen in Weymouth and 
Portland for a year from April 
2011 . 

The proposal is among items to 
be considered by the council’s 
management committee on Sep¬ 
tember 7 th. 

A report to members says that 
the number of drivers using car 
parks is down. 

Significant changes were intro¬ 
duced to the pricing structure of 
town centre short stay car parks in 
2009-2010 to encourage people to 
use car parks on the edge of town. 

There has also been major traf¬ 
fic flow disruption in and around 
the town centre since June 7th be¬ 
cause of Weymouth Transport 
Package works while the eco¬ 
nomic downtown appears to have 
impacted on car park use in line 
with some other seaside locations 
such as Bournemouth. 

Members will be told that a 
combination of these factors is 
hitting car park use, so the com¬ 
mittee is being recommended not 
to increase short stay charges. 

The report adds that another fac¬ 
tor in looking at next year’s in¬ 
come is the opening of the Mount 
Pleasant park and ride facility 
early in 2011 which is predicted 
to reduce town car parking in¬ 
come by £190,000-£410,000. 

Councillors will be asked to

consider some increases in long 
stay car park charges which were 
not increased last year and to con¬ 
sider talks with the Chamber of 
Commerce, Industry and Tourism 
about reintroducing free parking 
for late night shopping in the four 
Thursdays running up to Christ¬ 
mas. 

Weymouth and Portland finance 
spokesman Councillor Peter 
Chapman said: “The setting of car 
park charges is always a balanc¬ 
ing act. 

“Too high and it discourages 
people, too low results in a loss of 
potential income. 

“This year we have had to take 
into account other factors such as 
the downturn in the economy 
which has affected us and other 
seaside locations and the major 
roadworks that have taken place. 

“For these good reasons we are 
proposing no increase in the short 
term parking charges this year. We 
are also looking to stimulate the 
local economy in the run up to 
Christmas by offering free park¬ 
ing for late night shopping on the 
four Thursdays up to Christmas.” 

If members back the proposals 
they will go forward for consulta¬ 
tion with the business community. 


A step back 
to swan's 
quill pens 

THE Lorton Scribes have successfully 
mounted their sixth exhibition of calligra¬ 
phy at Weymouth Library with the bor¬ 
ough’s children learning to write with swan 
feather quills. 

Children, young people and the not-so- 
young were encouraged to take part in 
workshops, shown in the photo displays of 
their work. 

Mrs Newman said: “With the children I 
like them to find out things that are not nec¬ 
essarily computer skills; for them to use old 
fashioned skills and materials that would 
have been in a child’s life years ago. 

“I’m enthusiastic about it and when chil¬ 
dren are offered it they are enthusiastic 
about it. When I’ve been into schools teach¬ 
ing even the staff have been surprised by the 
children’s enthusiasm.” 

The Lorton Scribes are a group of like- 
minded friends who meet once a week to 
work on individual projects with the help of 
Sara Newman, retired art teacher and callig¬ 
raphy lecturer.

PAVEMENT enlargement is being proposed as the next 
stage of enhancement for Weymouth Esplanade. 

The widening scheme will create a further enlarged 
“sitting-out” area to help boost trade for local busi¬ 
nesses, encourage “cafe culture” in the town and im¬ 
prove the Esplanade experience for pedestrians. 

The pavement area between East Street to Bond Street 
has already been widened to provide more room for out¬ 
door seating and to make the area safer for Esplanade 
users. 

If new proposals are accepted by councillors at a man¬ 
agement committee meeting on September 7 th then this 
second stage of work could complement previous work 
although the scheme will require contributions from 
businesses along this frontage to enable the project to

proceed. Council officers say a traffic regulation order 
is needed to enable work to progress and this would 
apply to the area between Bond Street and New Street. 

Sixteen metered parking bays would be taken out of 
use, but dedicated disabled parking bays would not be 
affected. 

The traffic order would also mean that “No Waiting” 
and “No Loading” restriction would apply in the area 
although both New Street and the area outside Marks 
and Spencer would still be available for loading. Any 
objections to this order would be considered by the 
council’s planning and traffic committee later in the 
year. 

Weymouth and Portland assets spokesman Councillor 
Peter Chapman said: “One of the key aims behind this 
scheme is to allow pedestrians to “reclaim” part of the 
Esplanade which is currently dominated by vehicular 
traffic. 

“This will also help local businesses gain the most 
from what is one of the town’s most outstanding loca¬ 
tions and will help increase the contribution to the local 
economy. 

“If accepted, the proposed scheme will also give Es¬ 
planade users a more enjoyable and relaxing experience 
and enhance one of the main attractions of our town. 

“Unfortunately this does mean that some users will 
lose the benefit of parking on the seafront. 

“However, I believe that the reduction in traffic levels 
and increased enjoyment and safety for residents make 
the scheme an important asset to the Seafront Regener¬ 
ation Programme.”

Railway enthusiasts to the fore 

WE tend to see the beach road as Portland's sole lifeline con¬ 
necting it to the mainland, but there used to be another route. 
A railway line once carried trains from Weymouth until it closed 
to passengers in the early 1950s and to freight in 1965. 

Its passenger service lasted barely half a century but its closure 
has definitely not seen it pass from public interest. 

A recent ongoing auction caught my attention for a postcard 
of the island's Easton Railway Station in 1956. 

Bidding had already reached £10 with ten days still to go, a 
price which would have staggered people of the time since it 
represents more than two weeks wages for a labourer in 1956. 

The card itself depicted an engine arriving at a platform and I 
wonder how many local rail enthusiasts were trying to get their 
hands on it. 

A little patience goes a long way 

TWO sets of wheels spanning an entire human lifetime staged a 
nasty little scene in Weymouth. 

The first set of wheels belonged to an elderly woman who was 
sat in a wheelchair being pushed down a busy pavement in St 
Thomas Street. 

The second set of wheels belonged to a child in a pushchair 
which was being wheeled by a man in a hurry. 

Slow progress being made by the wheelchair clearly frustrated 
him, but the busy street gave the man no opportunity to over¬ 
take and so his frustration simmered and eventually boiled ever. 

He swore and practically forced his way past to the visible 
shock of the person pushing the wheelchair. 

Surely no journey can be so urgent that it requires such an ag¬ 
gressive and unpleasant approach to someone just trying to 
make the best of difficult personal circumstances. It certainly 
didn't impress nearby pedestrians. 


Negotiating Weymouth's rash 
of roadworks deserves a medal 


ARGUMENT over Weymouth’s 
rash of roadworks is now focus¬ 
ing on how quickly utility compa¬ 
nies are completing their 
trenches, notably at Boot Hill. 

But it is interesting to see how 
much internet comment there is 
on the situation, not over when 
the work is going to be completed 
but about a public perception that 
there often seems to be no work 
going on at all. 

So I thought I’d take a drive 
round the town’s blackspots from 


Boot Hill, Dorchester Road and 
Newstead Road to Chickerell 
Road, Rodwell Road and Abbots- 
bury Road. 

Of 17 sites I visited in mid¬ 
morning only seven had visible 
workmen, the other ten being 
ideal subjects for a still life artist. 

Naturally there will never be a 
situation where all roadworks 
sites are being worked on at the 
same time. It is just not possible 
but it does explain how a lot of 
people can be passing a site and 


get angry because they don’t see 
work progressing. 

What amazed me though was 
what I dug out with a little more 
research, namely that at the time 
I wrote this there were 138 
recorded roadworks sites in Wey¬ 
mouth! 

Is it any wonder, therefore, that 
motorists reaching their destina¬ 
tion in anything like reasonable 
time deserve a medal rather than: 
“What kept you?” 


A moist heat haze on Portland! 


YEARS ago the then Weymouth 
and Portland leisure chief Harvey 
Bailey famously said that the bor¬ 
ough never got rain “only partic¬ 
ularly moist heat hazes!”

View profile 


Wednesday 
September 1 2010 


viewonline24/7 

viewfromonline.co.uk 


view from people 

Living life off the land 


PAT BOWCOCK is the mastermind behind 
Ourganics in Litton Cheney, a Permaculture 
demo lifestyle and debt free self-sustaining 
business. Ourganics is completely off the grid 
for water and electricity, relying on the wind 
and sun for all the energy it needs. 

Many couldn't imagine Pat any other way, 
but in the late 90s Pat was living a very differ¬ 
ent lifestyle indeed. Here TOM GLOVER talks 
to Pat about her lifestyle. 


L iving with your 
family in the idyllic 
country village of 
Litton Cheney, surrounded 
by all the modern world’s 
creature comforts, may be 
many a persons’ dream 
lifestyle - but Pat Bow- 
cock traded all that in for a 
caravan on an empty pony 
paddock. 

Her dream as a child was 
a long-term marriage, a 
nice house and holidays 
abroad, by 48-years-old 
she was living that dream 
but something didn’t sit 
right with Pat. 

“I think I started to re¬ 
alise how unsustainable 
my life was,” she said. 

“I just decided I was sick 
to my very core at the way 
we treat the planet and 
each other and the world in 
general. 

“I had everything and yet 
I wasn’t happy. I had 
achieved everything I 
wanted but it just wasn’t 
right. I went to Ireland 
with a friend who was buy¬ 
ing some land and going to 
do a permaculture project. 
I saw the land and I sup¬ 
ported her in creating it 
and I thought I’ve got to do 


this, this is it.” 

More than a decade on, 
its hard to imagine Our¬ 
ganics being just an empty 
field. Pat is now 85 per 
cent self-sufficient, living 
off the land she has nur¬ 
tured since 1999. 

With the help of thou¬ 
sands of volunteers, and an 
initial boost from a digger 
and dumper truck, Pat now 
not only lives off the land 
but teaches others about 
her permaculture lifestyle, 
with regular workshops, 
courses and school visits. 

Pat’s dream is not yet 
complete, however, her 
current classroom doubles 
as her office and living 
space and she is currently 
on a hunt for funding to 
make her small project in 
Litton Cheney the perma¬ 


culture centre for the south 
west. 

She said: “We have plan¬ 
ning permission to take 
down the old stable block 
here and put up a class¬ 
room and a kitchen so that 
we can continue to run 
courses all the year round. 

“There aren’t many 
places where it’s pure per¬ 
maculture and people can 
just pop in and do courses 
and actually see it in ac¬ 
tion, what they are learn¬ 
ing in the classroom they 
can actually go out and see 
straight away and I think 
that aids the understanding 
for the students.” 

Despite thousands of vis¬ 
its a year there is always 
one group ready to pose an 
interesting question for 
Pat, and they all come

from just a short walk up 
the road. The pupils from 
Thorner’s Primary School. 

“The questions they ask 
are fantastic, some of them 
are so clued up it’s just 
amazing,” she said. 

“We always start with 
the loo because that’s their 
point of interest. Then hav¬ 
ing done that they are in¬ 
terested in the wildlife and 
then it’s money. The next 
thing is how do I manage 
without computer games. 

“The children just want 
to know how I basically 
live, what do I do if I need 
the toilet in the night. 
Often you can see they are 
thinking ‘how would I do 
it?’ and you can just see 
them getting more and 
more excited about the 
whole thing. I think that 
children are just sponges 
and the things they notice 
as we are walking around 
are just fantastic.” 

Pat thinks that lingering 
away in the back of her 
mind was a desire to return 
to her youth, a way of life 
nurtured on the working 
agricultural mill that was 
her childhood home. 

The move from the con¬ 
ventional way of life was 
greeted with concern and 
anxiety from friends and 
family though. 

“Generally, nobody re¬ 
ally understood what I was 
going to do and nobody re¬ 
ally could see why I would 
want to do it but they were 
all supportive,” she said. 

“My father was slightly 
anxious. Why would I 
want to live in an empty 
field when I had every¬ 
thing? He needed a lot of 
care from my mother at the 
time. However, he would 
come down at least once a 
week and watched it un¬ 
fold over the years. He ab¬ 
solutely loved it and 
everyday he would say 
‘shall we go down to the 
field?’ 

“The fact that he found 
such peace here and that 
he loved it was fantastic. 

“I’m very content and 
fulfilled. I’m always often 
quite broke, quite frus¬ 
trated and usually ab¬ 
solutely exhausted. I’m 
still the person I was, just 
because I live differently 
now.” 

The transition for Pat 
wasn’t easy though. With 
no farming or business ex¬ 
perience she threw herself 
in at the deep-end, and her 
determination to take the 
lifestyle to the extreme 
from the outset was 
greeted with surprise, even 
from those who shared her 
passion. 

“On my first visit from 
the Soil Association the in¬ 
spector came and he 
bought his laptop,” she 



said. 

“He wanted to plug it in 
because he didn’t have 
much battery and I sud¬ 
denly thought, ‘oh I really 
don’t have electricity, I 
need to learn how to 
make electricity’. It has 
been a bit like that all the 
way along. I believe that 
everything this project 
needs walks down the 
track and I’ve believed 
that since I walked down. 

“I thought this project is 
going to be so well sup¬ 
ported and everything it 
needs will come and it al¬ 
ways has come. Not al¬ 
ways in the way I thought 
or in the way I wanted it 
or expected it but it’s al¬ 
ways worked.” 

In 2010 Pat now has 
three solar panels a wind 
turbine and a battery pack 
for storing electricity. For 
many this seems like a 
very basic need but for 
Pat this is luxury. 

“It was originally quite 
a challenge because I did¬ 
n’t have running water or 
electricity, I was living by 
candlelight,” she said. 

“I think I’ve always 
worked with the energy 
I’ve had. Last winter I 
was without energy for 
about six weeks and it 
was a case of what jobs 
need to be done in the 
day. 

“I think I have just 
learnt to work and live 
with what I have and 
where I am, so when I 
didn’t have electricity I 


just didn’t have it. I had 
to prioritise my day, there 
was no point in thinking 
I’ll work on my laptop 
because there was no en¬ 
ergy so I just had to get 
round that.” 

Permaculture is a rela¬ 
tively new phenomena. 

“There is a lot about it 
on TV now I’m told,” 
said Pat. 

People interpret the idea 
of Permaculture in a 
number of different ways 
but for all it is a lifestyle 
choice. 

“My definition is that it 
is a design system for my 
life,” said Pat. “It’s about 
the connections that I 
make between food, be¬ 
tween my home, between 
the energy that I use. 

“It is about a holistic 
way of living so that all 
these things are con¬ 
nected so that I am able to 
take more responsibility 
for my life, what I’m pro¬ 
ducing and what I am 
giving away and throw¬ 
ing away. A lot of people 
think it’s just about grow¬ 
ing, it isn’t just about 
growing it’s about all the 
connections around 
growing, it’s earth care, 
people care and fair 
share.” 

It was that phrase “earth 
care, people care and fair 
share” that gave Pat that 
lightbulb moment 15- 
years-ago. 

“They really hit a place 
in me because I started to 
see that until we take care 


of ourselves and each 
other we are not really in 
the position to look after 
our environment, because 
we are too busy on sur¬ 
vival,” she said. 

“Once we start to look 
after the environment 
there is such abundance 
in that process, that then 
we are able to share, we 
share skills, we have 
more trust and therefore 
we create more, there is 
more to go round and 
there is more generosity. 
I think those words hit me 
so strongly all those years 
ago that they are what I 
chant now.” 

Pat doesn’t preach her 
new lifestyle to others. In 
fact she claims she 
wouldn’t recommend it to 
anyone. Pat just speaks 
on her own experience 
and what she has gained 
from her lifestyle change. 

“I’ve learnt not to judge 
people,” she said. “I think 
actually we are all doing 
the very best we can. 

“A lot of it is patience 
and a lot of it is trust and 
I don’t go without any¬ 
thing. I have such a rich 
full life, its absolutely in¬ 
credible. 

“One of the things chil¬ 
dren always ask is how 
do you live without tele¬ 
vision and DVDs and I 
say well actually there is 
a DVD going on outside 
every moment of every¬ 
day, you’ve just got to 
learn to watch it.”

Mouth watering cuisine 
and more at the Rajpoot 


A FTER having recently been a to the Rajpoot in 
Dorchester in a large group, I decided to take my 
partner as I had been previously impressed by the 
ambience and feel of the restaurant. 

For those that missed my previous review 
and have not yet experienced this mar¬ 
vellous curry house, I'd like to ex¬ 
plain that this is not your 
run-of-the-mill Indian restau¬ 
rant. 

The recently refurbished 
business is finished to a 
high, and somewhat glam¬ 
orous standard, boasting 
some of the most mouth 
watering, contemporary 
(and traditional) Indian cui¬ 
sine imaginable. 

Lighting, mirrors, decor, table 
layout, cutlery and crockery are all 
guaranteed to be a topic of conversa¬ 
tion during your dining experience as they 
are elements that lots of thought has gone into, 
and that's before you have even seen or tasted the food! 
To start, my partner chose chargrilled fresh water king 


prawns with coastal spices, ponden chillies and corian¬ 
der seeds. I fancied dark rum and chilli soaked goan style 
beef grilled to a melting taste, both of which were su¬ 
perb. It is clear that only the finest quality and most fresh 
ingredients go into the dishes at the Ra¬ 
jpoot. 

Our Main courses were again sec¬ 
ond to none. I went for a tan- 
doori seared lamb rack with 
mossala mashed potato and 
amritsari sauce of cashew 
nut, pepper and mint and 
she had Spinach and 
mossala potato stuffed 
chicken breast with parsley 
based morel (korma) sauce 
and saffron rice. 

Once again the evening 
was absolutely perfect, from 
the minute we walked in the 
door, to the minute we left.

In this wonderful homage Sally Barker has captured the essence of one 
of the great singer/songwriters of a generation. 

Be it the classic Big Yellow Taxi or California she aims to achieve the same 
distinctive sound that has made Joni Mitchell such a popular and enig¬ 
matic figure on the music scene. 

The JMP was a cherished dream for Sally whose long solo career saw her 
voice frequently compared to the Canadian. But the Joni Mitchell Project 
is much more than simply a tribute for Sally Barker breathes new life into 
the classics. 

She is joined by multi-instrumentalist Glen Hughes who is capable of 
breathing new life into some of the greatest songs ever written.

Legendary folk duo 
for Palace show 

SATURDAY (September 4th) will see a startlingly intense reunion from the legendary, 
ground-breaking duo Dave Swarbrickand Martin Carthy at The Electric Palace in Brid- 
port. 

All the old skills will be demonstrated with a new collection of traditional songs 
and instrumentals. Their experienced approach to their art lacks none of the fervour 
of their early days, and brings a maturity born of many years living with the music 
that is an integral part of their beings. 

This remarkable pairing played an important part in the tremendous shake up 
given to British folk music in the middle to late 60's. Dave Swarbrick first came to 
prominence on the folk scene as a young instrumental virtuoso in the Ian Campbell 
Folk Group. Having worked alongside other leading musicians such as Ewan MacColl 
and Peggy Seeger, Beryl and Roger Marriott and A. L. Lloyd, he teamed up with Martin 
Carthy in 1966. While they featured hot instrumental tracks in their live sets and 
recordings, Dave's forte in the duo was sensitive accompaniment to Martin's vocals 
and guitar. 

For more than 40 years Martin Carthy has been one of folk music's greatest inno¬ 
vators, one of its best loved, most enthusiastic and, at times, most quietly controver¬ 
sial of figures. His skill, stage presence and natural charm have won him many 
admirers, not only from within the folk scene, but also far beyond it.

As the tourists 
begin to drift away and it's almost safe to go back on 
the beaches, the theatre has just announced its new 
Autumn Programme that might just bring more than 
a few people back to the town. 

The Marine Theatre continues on its quest to ap¬ 
peal to an ever-widening audience with the new sea¬ 
son's offerings. With comedy proving increasingly 
popular, the theatre has scooped star TV comedians 
Rich Hall (Friday, September 24th) and Jeremy Hardy 
(Friday, Novemeber 19th). The region always offers a 
warm welcome to good music and if this is more 
your scene then there are a few eyecatchers in the 
mix here. Beatles, Blues and Blue Violin Project is an 
early highlight (Sunday, September 12th) featuring 
former members of ELO, in its various line-ups, Phil 
Bates and Mik Kaminski with Tina McBain from the 
Eleanor Rigby Experience. The band promise to de- 
liver'exactly what it says on the tin'so if new arrange¬ 
ments of Beatles songs, some classic ELO and a bit of 
the blues thrown in seems like a good way to spend 
a Sunday evening then this might be for you. Con¬ 
tinuing on a blues theme, the popular festival band, 
The Spikedrivers make a welcome return to the the¬ 
atre (Friday, September 17th). In a different hue, 
Deeply Purple should be a real crowd-pleaser (Satur¬ 
day September 25th) for any rock officianado, cover¬ 
ing the very best of the rock giant's back catalogue. 
Classical music followers are not ignored as the Con¬ 
certs in the West series restarts with The Eloquent 
Oboe (Thursday September 23rd) and the Lawson 


Trio (Wednesday, 20th October) - featuring young 
and highly talented musicians. With Malinky's Scot¬ 
tish folk sound (Friday, October 15th) and funky Pre¬ 
ston Reed (Sunday 17th October) the music scene has 
something almost for everyone. Almost because, 
whilst these are for the most part highly skilled and 
experienced musicians the theatre might want to 
consider its offering for younger audiences. 

This is a theatre and so good drama goes almost 
without saying. The drama has to have appeal 
though and whilst the theatre is to be applauded for 
its risky Edinburgh Fringe showcases of the last year, 
the new season seems to be a return to more classic 
touring theatre offerings.

Throw in an acrobatic love story from So 
and So Circus Theatre (Thursday, October 7th), 
Pauline Potter's Gusset (Friday, November 26th) and 
Malina's Dream - a family show with breathtaking 
puppetry (Saturday, November 27th - matinee) and 
the picture is almost complete. Almost because 
there is the big Mary Anning Day in collaboration 
with the Lyme Regis Museum with Sir David Atten¬ 
borough, Tracy Chevalier and others (Saturday, Oc¬

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BIG BROTHER/CHANNEL 5 | RICHARD Desmond, the new owner of Channel 
5, is in talks to take Big Brother to the channel next year according to reports. 

The show's run on Channel 4 is to end in the next couple of weeks as Ultimate 
Big Brother marks the long-running reality show's swansong. But talks are now 
said to be in progress between Channel 5 and Big Brother production company 
Endemol UK. 

Desmond has publicly declared his interest in buying the series, as well as res¬ 
urrecting old shows like Top Of The Pops as he seeks to revive the fortunes of 
the ailing broadcaster. 

Channel 4 signed a three-year contract with Endemol for Big Brother in 2006, 
which was said at the time to be worth up to £70m. But with many people com¬ 
plaining about the show's tired format Desmond is likely to pay far less than 
that. One senior TV industry insider said that £30m might be a more realistic 
figure now that the show's popularity has waned. 

Endemol has spent heavily on the Big Brother house and related studio facil¬ 
ities at Elstree in Hertfordshire and the show also employs a large dedicated 
staff. 

Closing or mothballing the studio and moving employees to other parts of 
the business would be costly and Endemol is likely to need a swift decision on 
whether the show will continue next year on Channel 5. 

Despite the excitement it is understood however that the full details of the 
deal are still to be finalised and no announcement is imminent.

North Sea mammoth tusks at Dinosaur Museum 



Lunchtime and evening menu available daily 


TWO superb examples of woolly mammoth tusks have gone on dis¬ 
play at the Dinosaur Museum in Dorchester as the centrepiece of a 
display on Mammoths. The tusks originate from the North Sea. Be¬ 
tween 50,000 and 20,000 years ago the North Sea did not exist and 
England was connected to the continent by low-lying pastures. Pre¬ 
historic mammals such as mammoths, woolly rhinos, horse and bison 
fed off the fertile lands. 


The tusks date to the end of this period and are unusually coloured 
owing to them having been in water, under the sea, for so long a time. 
The fully-grown tusks of Woolly Mammoths were extremely long, up 
to an amazing 5 metres; and very curved. They were possibly used to 
aid the search for food and to demonstrate sexual prowess. The sec¬ 
tions of tusk on display are each about 1,5m long. 

"The new display comes at a time when new research has revealed 
that humans were not responsible for the extinction of 
the mammoths. It had traditionally been thought that 
mammoths had been hunted to extinction," said Tim 
Batty curator of the Dinosaur Museum. 

"However it now appears that it was climate change 
that caused their extinction. Mammoths were well 
adapted to the low temperatures of the Ice Age. The cli¬ 
matic conditions during the Ice Age did not favour the 
growth of trees and consequently there were extensive 
grasslands for the mammoths to graze on. However 
with the end of the Ice Age and the warming of tem¬ 
peratures tree growth accelerated causing a spread of 
forests and dramatically reducing the available food 
supply for mammoths." 

The tusks became buried in the thin layers of sand at 
the bottom of the shallow southern region of the North 
Sea. Here they remained for thousands of years as they 
became fossilised. Eventually tidal currents and dredg¬ 
ing released these fossilised remains to be caught in 
fishing nets of a trawler. 

The award winning Dinosaur Museum is in the heart 
of Dorchester and is open daily. Over the Bank Holiday 
weekend it is holding the Great Dinosaur Hunt from 
28th to 30th August.

CHEVROLET'S FIRST entrant into the European 
MPV segment, the Orlando, will be one of the 
star attractions at the Mondial de I'Automobile 
in Paris on September 30, when the full produc¬ 
tion model makes its world debut.

THE much anticipated National League battle with 
Newport Hornets turned into an injury nightmare for 
the Weymouth Weyline Wildcats and Byron Bekkerwho 
suffered a broken right collarbone and broken left 
knuckle in a first bend crash with Hornets Tony Atkin in 
heat 10 at the Wessex Stadium. 

The meeting started off well for Bekker in heat 1 win¬ 
ning from Hornets'Todd Kurtz with Dan Halsey picking 
up third for the Wildcats. 

Back from injury Tom Young backed up James White 
Williams for a 5-1 in heat 2 with Richard Andrews pick¬ 
ing up third. Two shared heats followed Tom Brown tak¬ 
ing heat 3 for the Wildcats over Hornets Mark Jones and 
Atkin. 

Former Wildcat Kyle Newman stormed off for heat 4 
with James Cockle and Gary Cottham taking the minor 
places after Cottham initially led the race. 

Heat 5 saw an advantage for the Hornets with Kurtz 
and former Cat Luke Priest split by Brown, while Karl 
Mason struggled at the back suffering from sickness. 
Bekker took his second win in heat 6 ahead of Newman 
and White Williams while Halsey fell on the first bend 
fourth lap while in third place. Another heat advantage 
for the Hornets with Cockle splitting Atkin and Jones in 
heat 7 saw the Hornets move 6 points up, 18-24. 

Priest took heat 8 from Cottham and Halsey sharing 
the points then White William and Newman smashed 
in a 5-1 over Cottham and Brown who retired from the 
race in heat 9 to go 10 points up 22-32. 

Straight away Wildcats team manager Phil Bartlet sent 
Bekker out in black and white for a tactical ride, the race 
only lasted until the first bend with elbows and pushing 


at will resulting in Bekker and Atkin carrering into the 
first turn fence. Atkin was soon up and walking back to 
the pits but the medics treated Bekker on circuit before 
transferring to the ambulance. 

Following a 40 minute delay until the county ambu¬ 
lance arrived when Bekker was transferred and taken 
to the local hospital where it was revealed during the 
early hours the extent of Bekkers injuries are a broken 
right collarbone and broken left knuckle which has 
halted the South-African’s season, although initial 
thoughts are that Bekker could possibly return in three 
weeks. 

Cottham replaced Bekker in the re-run heat with 
Halsey splitting Jones and Atkin. Cockle was out as a 
tactical ride in heat 11 splitting Hornets pair of Kurtz 
and Priest in the first of four shared heats. Jones won 
heat 12, Cottham and Brown slotting in for the minor 
places. Kurtz took heat 13 from Cottham and Cockle 
while Atkin headed Andrews and Mason in the re-run 
heat 14 following Young's fall and disqualification. 

The last heat was somewhat controversial, Brown fell 
third turn first lap, the race continued with Kurtz in the 
lead, Cockle challenged Newman for second place cut¬ 
ting inside him entering the third turn second lap. 

Newman careered into the fence right in front of the 
Hornets supporters who made their voice heard when 
the meeting referee judged Newman to be the cause 
of the stoppage and disqualified him from the re-run 
which was won by Kurtz from Cockle putting the Hor¬ 
nets on top of the National League winning 39-52. 

After viewing video footage filmed by DL Sport Pro¬ 
ductions it clearly shows that Cockle had the racing line 
and Newman's foot caught Cockles dirt deflector 
throwing him off balance and into the kickboards while 
trying to re-pass the Wildcat.

IT'S BEEN 'Once more into the 
breach, dear friends! Once more!'
